WASHINGTON, Jan. “12.—Presi- 


to Congress today, recommendéd a 
radical] reorganization of the admin- 
istrative division of the Govern- 
ment. 

The President disclaimed any in- 
tention of asking for increased pow- 
ers for the exeoutive, saying that 
what he sought was distributing 
work so that the President could 
discharge his powers effectively. 

30,000 Word Report. 

The recommendations were in the 
form of a report by the President’s 
Committee on Administrative Man- 
agement of which Louis Brownlow 
ef Chicago is chairman and Chaties 
E. Merriam and Luther H. Gulick 
are the other members. The report 
contained more than 30,000 words 
and recommended the following 
five major changes in governmental 
structure and management:. 

1. Creation of two new regular 
departments, one for social wel- 
fare, the other for public works, 
and the overhauling of more than 
10 independent agencies, admin- 
istrations, boards, authorities and 
Government corporations for in- 
clusion in these and the 10 pres- 
ent departments. The Interior 
Department would be changed 
to a Department of Conservation. 

2. Extension of the merit sys- 
tem (civil service requirements) 
“upward, outward and downward 
to cover all non-policy determin- 
ing posts” and replacement of the 
present Civil Service Commission 
of three members by a single ad- 
ministrator responsible. to the 
President and a Civil Service ad- 
visory board of seven outstanding 
men and women drawn from pri- 
vate business, education, labor, ag- 
riculture and professional life, 
who would serve without salaries 
as the “watch dogs” of the merit 
system. * 

3. Enlarging of the present 
White House staff to include not 
more than six executive assist- 
ants to aid the President in deal- 
ing with the regular departments 
and agencies. 

4. In addition to making the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—To plan 
the future strategy of the General 
Motors strike, Homer Martin, head 
of the United Automobile Workers, 
went into conference here today 
with John L. Lewis and other lead- 
ers of the Committee for Industrial 


Organization. 

Reports persisted as the youthful- 
appearing leader of the automobile 
strike went into executive session 
with Lewis, that Federal] interven- 
tion would be sought to compel 
mediation. 

Martin, showing signs of the pro- 
longed tension of the strike, which 
has kept him on aimost constant 
duty at strike headquarters in De- 
troit, spoke bitterly of last night's 
rioting at the General Motors plant 
at Flint, Mich., which resulted in 
injuries to a number of strikers. 

“The blood-spilling in Flint by 
the hired Hessians of General Mo- 
tors,” Martin said, “is a demonstra- 
tion of what Mr. Sloan means by 
collective bargaining.” 

He referred to Alfred P. Sloan, 
General Motors head, who in a re- 
cent statement, given wide publicity, 
said that collective bargaining did 
not necessarily mean the recognition 
of.a age agency to represent. all

Assails Flint. Injunction. 

Martin, a former: preacher in a 
Kansas City suburb, also spoke with 

bitterness of the injunction “issued 
early in the strike by a Flint Judge, 
restraining the National Labor Re- 
lations Board from acting. 

“They talk about the illegality of 
the occupation of General Motors 
plants by sit-down strikers,” Martin 
said, “and then they go into a court 
before a Judge who owns $200,000 of 
General Motors stock and seek to 
restrain the Federal body that has 
authority to act in a strike situa- 
tion.” 

Martin said that he would proba- 
bly confer during his stay in Wash- 
izgton with members of the Labor 
Board. A formal] complaint of Gen- 
eral Motors’ refusal to accept col- 
lective bargaining has been placed 
before the board, he said. It was 
this that gave rise to the report 
that Martin’s objective in coming 
to Washington at the present time, 
with the strike in a critica] phase, 
was to seek some form of Federal 
intervention.

During a lull in the fighting, 
Frank Murphy arrived from Lan- 
sing and conferred immediately 
with city and Genesee County offi- 
cials. Soon afterward Capt. Frank 
Millard ordered the Flint company 
of the National Guard—numbering 
55 men—to assemble at the Armory. 

While the Guardsmen awaited 
further orders a force of State po- 
licemen was sent to Flint to rein-

Gov. Murphy today ordered a reg- 
iment of national guardsmen to 
Flint, to preserve order. He said 
the guardsmen would go to Flint 
late this afternoon or tonight, as 
soon as mobilization is completed in 
various cities. About ,1500 men re- 
ceived mobilibation orders, and Mur- 
phy said, “The force will be ade- 
quate.” 

He emphasized that the troops 
were ordered out only to protect the 
public and to preserve peace and 
order. He said they would not par- 
ticipate in purely strike activities. 
“It is the duty of the State to pro-

people,” he said. “As I see it, it is

If we have faith in our republican 
form of government, and in the 
ideals upon which it has rested for 
150 years; we must devote ourselves 
energetically and courageously to 
the task of making that Govern- 
ment efficient. ‘The great stake in 


the common man. 

In these troubled years of world 
history, a self-government cannot 
long survive unless that Government 
is an effective and efficient. agency 


to serve mankind and carry out the 
‘will oAf the nation. A Government, 
without good manag@aent is a} 


‘house builded on sand. 


_ In striving together to make our 
Government: more efficient, you and 
I are taking up in’ our generation 
the battle to preserve that freedom 
of self-government which our fore- 
fathers fought to establish and hand 
down to us. They struggled against 
tyranny, against non-representative 
controls, against government’ by 
birth, wealth or class, against sec- 
tionalism. Our: struggle now is 


tiveness, against waste, against in- 
efficiency. ‘This battle, too, must 
be won, unless it is to be said that 
in our generation natiorfal self-gov- 
ernment broke down and was frit- 
tered away in bad management. 

Will it be said “democracy was a 
great dream, but it could not do the 
job”? Or shall we here and now, 
without further delay, make it our 
business to see that eur American 
democracy is made efficient so 
that it will do the job that is re- 
quired of it by the events of our 
time? 

I know your answer, and the an- 
swer of the nation, because after 
all, we are a practical people. We 
know good management in the 
home, on the farm, and in business, 
big and little. If any nation can 
find the way to effective Govern-

A Balanced Program. 

Over a year ago it seemed to me 
that this problem of administrative 
management of the executive 
branch of the Government should be 
a major order of business of this 
session of the Congress. Accord- 
ingly, after extended discussions and 
negotiations, I appointed a Commit- 
tee on Administrative Management, 
to examine the whole problem broad- 
ly and to suggest for my guidance 
and your consideration a compre- 
hensive and balanced program for

The committee has now complet- 
ed its work, and I transmit to you 
its report, “Administrative Manage- 
ment in. the Government of the 
United.

I think that the general 
program presented by the commit- 
tee is adequate, reasonable and 
practical, and that it furnishes the 
basis for immediate action.

Detective Inspector John J. Ryan, 
said that Case, who is employed by 
a hotel supply company, was the 
last person known to have seen his 
wife alive. 

Several hcurs after police began 
their investigation, detectives found 
a blood-stained hammer in an in- 
cinerator in the apartment base- 
ment. Later.» strand of hair, found. 
in Mrs. Cage’s hand, was:sent to a 
laboratory for examination, in the 
belief she had torn it from the kill- 
er's scalp. 

snspector Ryan said that Case, 
30 years old, left home at 8 o'clock 
in the morning for work. At 6 p. 
m. he tried to telephone his wife 
to tell her ‘he might be delayed. No 
one answered, and at 6:35, he ar- 
rived home, contrary to his expecta- 
tion of being Jate. 

He entered the hall of his apart- 
ment, and noticed a chair upset in 
the kitchen. Hearing the overflow- 
ing water, he went to the bath- 
room and found the body. 

Inspector Ryan said Mrs. Case 
had not been criminally attacked 
and that with the, exception of a 
platinum wedding ring, which had 
been wrenched from her finger, 10 
attempt at robbéry had been made. 
A purse with $15 in cash in it. was 
discovered in the apartment, and 
other valuables lying around had 
not been touched. 

In their search of the apartment 
building, detectives came across in 
a basement near the incinerator a 
pair of stained trousers. A cleaner’s 
mark was sewn in the trousers. 

The killer, it became apparent, 
had coolly delayed his flight until 
he had changed his own trousers for 
a clean pair belonging to the. vic- 
tim’s husband.

Federal Council Reports Expendi- 
tures in Two Years; Unobligated 
Balance in State $12,330,056. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11,-—The 
National Emergency Council re- 
ported today expenditures in Mis- 
Souri from the 1935 and 1936 emer- 
gency relief appropriation acts to- 
taled $120,060,558 as of Dec. 31.

If the resolution is adopted by the 
Legislature, the proposed amend- 
ment would be submitted to the 
voters of the entire State at the 
general election in November, 1938.

The President’s part 
in nominating them consists in little 
more than the clerical chore of sign- 
ing his name to the nomination pa- 
pers.

Requirement for Charter. 

One requirement that the amend- 
ment would place on the charter 
‘is that there be an elected central 
governing body of not: less than 
three members which would have 
power to enact legislation dealing 
with the property, affairs and gov- 
ernment of the county. Other offi- 
cers might be elected or appointed 
as prescribed by the charter. . St. 
louis County municipalities are 
safeguarded in exercise of their 
authority by a provision that they 
may not be deprived of any of their 
powers now conferred by law with- 
out their consent. 

Provisions of the State Constitu- 
‘tion and laws dealing with the Cir- 
cult Court, Probate Court and 
schools, would not be affected by 
the charter.

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PROLONGING THE SPANISH HORROR. . 

The neutral Powers, notably France and England, 
have redoubled their peace efforts, but the Spanish 
situation grows. worse instead of better. Reinforced 
‘by fresh troops from his Fascist allies, Gen. Franco 
is pressing closér to ‘Madrid; and is delivering 
sharper thrusts than ‘at any time in the city’s 11- 
week siege. So acute has the situation become that 
the evacuation of virtually the entire civilian popula- 
tion of the capital has been ordered. ‘ 
The appeals and the pressure alike of the demo- 
cratic nations apparently have been fruitless. A few 
weeks ago, it was learned that Gen, Franco had asked 
Hitler for 60,000 soldiers, for otherwise his cause ap- 
peared hopeless. The Fuehrer’s answer was not made 
public, but it now seems to have been in the affirma- 
tive, for the arrival of more German troops is re- 
ported in Spain almost daily. : : ! 


Is the new pact between Italy and England of any 
real value in restoring peace? Regretfully, one must 
conclude that it is not, for Italian soldiers still are 
being sent into Spain, despite the fact that the ink 
is scarcely dry on Italy’s pledge to respect the Span- 
ish status quo. ts 05 

In all, more than 32,000 foreigners now are re- 
ported to be fighting on Spanish soil. No. wonder 
that the conflict there is being described as “the Lit- 
tle World War”! About 20,000 of the foreign troops 
are Italians and Germans, according to the estimate. 

An addition, many..Portuguese are fighting for Gen. |. 
Franco. About 12,000 foreigners, including many |. 
Russians, are fighting for the Government. Russian 
aid, both in munitions and men, did not begin ‘until |: 
after Italy and Germany had violated the. non-inter- 
vention agreement, and the Soviet Government had 
served notice that it would consider itself free to 
send help if the Fascist Powers did not. cease their 
violations. 

The original issues of the Spanish war are lost to 
sight in this evolution into an international. conflict. 
The Spanish people, however, bear the brunt of the 
suffering. John T. Whitaker, in his graphic uncen- 
sored account, estimates the total deaths at 400,000, 
and the end is not yet. 

Without foreign interference from the beginning, 
the Madrid Government could have scotched the re-

an impartial spirit. For the interest 
of the public is to prevent strife 
and anarchy. The Wagner Labor 
Relations Act is unsatisfactory in 
this respect. It leaves loopholes 
and gives the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board wide interpretative 
powers. This is unwise and dan- 
gerous. 

A board dominated by an adminis- 
tration hostile to labor might inter- 
pret the act one way; another 
board might use the act to assist 
the organization of the CIO. But it 
is not the function of government 
to delegate to a private individual 
or group the right to organize the 
employes of the nation’s industries. 
If the Government is not careful, 
this is what it can drift into do- 
ing. Gen. Johnson was the Frank- 
enstein monster of the first Roose- 
velt administration, and it will be 
too bad if John Lewis should suc- 
ceed to this role in the second. Too 
bad all around. :

The Wagner Labor Relations Act 
was passed “to diminish the causes 
of labor disputes burdening or ob~. 
structing interstate commerce” In 
pursuance of that objeét, it estab- 
lished the right of workers to or- 
ganize in trade unions/ without in- 
terference from employers, and 
provided for the appointment of 
the National Labo Relations 
Board of three pers at salaries 
of $10,000 a year, giving them pow- 
er to settle certain ‘classes of dis- 
putes. / 

The board can decide, for in- 
stance, wheter t unit appropri- 
ate for the ts of collective 
bargaining, i. e.,/of trade-union or- 
ganization, sh be the whole in- 
dustry, the pjant, or any subdivi- 
sion thereof/ This is a very wide 
power indgéd, and puts the board, 
I should Ahink, in an extremély 
awkward position as between con- 
tending trade-union theories. The 
board/is empowered to investigate 
and finally to decide and “certify 
to the parties (employes and em- 
ployers) in writing the name or 
names of the employe representa- 
tives selected.”

The sit-down strike furnishes 
them with a remarkable instrument. 
By it, a handful of men can disor- 
ganize an industry. Its emergence 
is historically significant, for it is 
essentially a revolutionary tactic— 
that of the coup d'etat, as 
to the process of reform and change 
by persuasion—the essence of .revo- 
lutionary. action being te capture 
a situation by a disciplined minor- 
ity. 

For the employers, if the strikers 
harden, it is.a most embarrassing 
tactic to meet. The forcible ejec- 
tion of the sitters means. violence; 
violence means the inflammation of 
public feeling.

Workers on the 
streets May be more susceptible to 
organization by the union ‘or they 
may not.

OMETIMES they are destroyed 
Sp tuberculosis, and when that 

occurs, there is a marked ema- 
ciation, weakness and prostration, 
ending in death unless treatment 
is instituted. The rapidity of de 
velopment depends on how much 
of the gland is destroyed. But 
when the whole gland is removed 
by experimental surgery death oc- 
curs in two or three days, or even . 
a few hours. There is great pros- ~ 
tration, muscular weakness and 
marked lowering of blood pressure. 

One part of the gland produces. 
the substance, adrenalin, which 
regulates the blood pressure, mus- 
cular tone, and many other impor- 
tant functions of the body, includ-

ing the supply of sugar to the 
blood. The whole gland swells 
when certain poisons or toxins en- 
ter the body, and changes known 
as Selye’s alarm reaction occur. 

There is another part of the 
gland which does not produce 
adrenalin, but some other sub- 
stance. Something pretty close to 
that substance has been isolated by 
chemists — called. by different 
names, “cortin” will do as well as 
any. 

When the gland is diseased in a 
human being and this severe pros- 
tration occurs, administration of 
adrenalin will not save the situa- 
tion. But administration of cortin 
frequently will. So it looks as if 
the vital part of the gland, the 
part essential to life, were the part 
which produces cortin. It is prob- 
able that there are islands of tissue 
scattered all over the body which 
produce adrenalin, so that part of 
the gland can be destroyed with 
impunity, but our life, liberty and 


Statler without settling their ac- 
counts, but not more than that.
